MARIETTE GUYON. 


One day Neff met, at Palons, a little shepherdess of 
twelve or thirteen years of age, whose air and language 
struck him with surprise.

Atnight when the Captain cal- 
led the hands aft to set the watch, he informed them 
that they were on board ofa religious vessel, and stn- 
ted the rules and regulations they were expected to ob- 
serve. With pain he noticed that some of his men 
had plunged so deeply in dissipation while on shore, as 
not yet to have recovered from its effects, and ‘* were 
almost stupified with the horrors.” The captain says, 
—* We went on with our meetings till our arrival at 
Amsterdam, though we had a boisterous passage, but 
the work of God went on in a glorious manner. We 
have reason to hope that one man is converted, and 
all the rest of the sailors are under very deep convictions 
for sin.”

“ Prussia will not in any way oppose, but, on the con- 
trary, will approve of the measures of cvercion which the 
conference may consider it expedient to take against the King 
of the Netherlands, as far as they have for their object to 
impose pecuniary penalties, to blockade ports and coasts, and 
other similar measures ; but it will oppose the entrance of the 
French troops into, Belgium, except in the single case, where 
the King of Holland; by way of reprisal, for the blockade ef- 
fected against him, or otherwise, shall intercept in his turn 
the navigation of the Scheldt, which will be regarded as an 
act of hostility on his part against Belgiuw, and an attempt 
against its commerce; in the latter case the entrance of 
French troops into Belgium will experience no opposition 
on the part of Prussia.” 

A copy of this declaration has been addressed from Bgrlin 
to the King of Holland, who will conform to the views of 
his ally by not attacking Belgium in any manner, leaving to 
the season alone the care of preventing the blockade 
ized by Prussia.

use. The maps made use of are manufactured in a similar 
manner, the boundaries, towns, rivers, &c. being raised from 
the surface. 

This institution is one well deserving public assistance.— 
Similar ones in Europe have been the means of rendering a 
large number of blind persons not only happy in themselves 
but useful to society; the inmates being taught to execute 
ingenious works with an accuracy and delicacy which is sel- 
dom exceeded by the most clear sighted persons, Mons. ‘Tren- 
elitri, the principal teacher, wlio was brought out from France 
during the last su.nmer, is a geotieman of fine taste and a good 
scholar, and the progress of his pupils shows him to be a capa- 
ble and successful teacher.—Courier. 

Manvuracture or Invta Resper.~A number of 
improvements have been inade recently for applying this ma- 
terial to a great variety of useful purposes. Mr. C. C. Nich-
